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THE NEWa WEERLY SERMON 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong 


The harvest truly is plenteous, but 
the laborers are few; Pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
He will send forth labourers into His 
harvest.—Matt. 9:37, 38. 


One test of a man’s character is the 
Way he reacts toward others, the im- 
pressions made upon him by the 
Presence of great numbers of his 
felow men. Some will stand aloof 
with indifference, while others will re- 
gard their fellowmen as material to 
be exploited for personal selfish gain. 

The effect of the crowd upon Jesus, 
however, was to stir His emotional 
nature to its depths and to arouse His 
personal interest in them. He was 
moved with compassion. He had a 
fellow feeling for them. With the in- 
finite tenderness of thé Divine He car- 
ed for their various needs. : 

The age of Jesus was marked by 
many interesting features. The 
church of His day was out of touch 
with human life. Religious forms and 
ceremonies remained, but the forms 
of godliness had in them but.little of 
the power of real goodness. Those who 
sat in Moses’ seat were but echoes of 
a dead past and did not utter the liv- 
ing truth of God. 

It was an age of social and political 
unrest. The hearts of patriots, de- 
pressed by the power of the Roman 
Empire; officers of church and state 
alike preyed upon the people of the 
land and they were constant victims 
of deceit and selfishness. 

It was an age of expectation; they 
were looking for deliverance. The 
end of all things seemed at hand. Re- 
ligion was apparently a failure and 
civilization a ghastly farce. 

There 3vas no great inspiring lead- 
ership and the people “fainted and 
were scattered abroad as sheep hav- 
ing no shepherd.” 

Under these conditions, however, 
Jesus uttered no word of cynicism or 
Instead of failure He 
saw forces at work in the world which 
the spirit of hopefulness. 


was to Jesus the fruition of seed that 
had already been sown. The hour of 
human extremity was the time of 
God's opportunity. The flelds were 
white unto the harvest, and in the soul 
of Jesus there was the exultant joy 
ofthe reaper. In his heart waz a great 
sense of responsibility to share in the 
work of God and to put Himself into 
the midst of life. 

One would naturally expect that 
with such a vision of opportunity 
Jesus would have urged His disciples 
to restless activity and zeal for the 
work of the kingdom. He does not 
however exhort them to hasty action. 
He would not have them undertake 
tasks the nature of which they were 
not yet prepared to understand. In- 
stead He advises them. Pray ye the 
Lord of the harvest, to send labourers 
into his harvest field. 

Such a preparation was necessary 
if they were to be truly fitted for 
service. The disciples needed to be 
impressed with the fact that the Lord 
of the harvest had not abandoned His 
farm. That God had not forsaken 
‘His world. They needed also to real- 
ize the magnitude of the task which 
lay before them, that a true sense of 
responsibility: for human good would 
enter their soul. Prayer was not mere 
ritual, but an enérgy of personal feel- 
Ig and interest in God's purpose 
would make them leaders from whose 
personality would radiate the forces 
|" would impel others to action. 


The age of Jesus corresponds in 
|many respects with our own. Shep. 
jherds are not lacking, but there are 
‘go many of them that the ears of the 
.sheep are confused with the inulti- 
plicity of their calls. There is great 
and urgent need that the relisicus life 
of today should be unified and its re- 
quirements restated. The age is call- 
ing for spiritual leadership, and the 
voices that are most insistent are 
being heard. 

Churches that are celf-centrad must 
eventually pass. Formulas of truth 
which crystallized the faith of ages 
gone by must be revised. Forms of 
worship which are out of touch with 


life. must go.;;Religion has left its 
moorings and.is on the high seas. 
Truth has ‘left the Jow-vaulted past 
and is building more stately mansions 
for the soul,. The selfish indivilualism 
which characterized so much of our 
thinking in. the past is making way 
for the larger citizenship of mankind. 
The changing conditions of our age 
have not lessened our need of the 
presence of a personal God, nor has it 
lessened the power of the great prin- 
ciples which have been expressed in 
the Cross of Christ. 

The time of the harvest is still on. 
The unrest of the present day sprays 
opportunity for progress. The condi- 
tions of our day challenge us to a 
re-organization of church life and of 
society. which will give every indivi- 
dual a place of service for the com- 
mon good. Religion is not an isolat- 
ed feature of our lives, but it embrac- 
es the whole round of human interes:s 
and duties. The old wine must be put 
in new bottles. The business of or- 
ganizing religion is more than ever 
before a man's job—a task worthy of

Money— 

The premium on American money 
this morning was quoted at 10 15-16. 
Cattle— : 

Beef prices are very uncertain on 
the Calgary market jubt now, and the 
best cows and steers are selling from 
25c to 50c lower than a week ago, and 
the top prices weak. It takes very 
good steers to bring $10.00 now, and 
they range down to $9.00; good but- 
chers, $8.25 to $9.00; medium, $7.50 
to $8.25. Choice cows, $7.25 to $8.00; 
good butchers, $6.25 to $7.25; medi- 
um, $5.00 to $6.00; common, $4.00 to 
$5.00;canners, $3.00 to $4.00. 
small] Iots made the top quotations on 
steers, and loads are generally at 
$9.75. Some especially nice cows 
bring the top prices, but they are hard 
sellers over $7.50. Calves are about 
at last week's prices, though some 
have sold at $10.85. Bulls unchang- 
ed, with the best at $6.00. Stocker 
steers from $5.00*to $7.25; feeders, 
$7.25 to $8.25. Shippers are warned 
to watch the market carefully. Re- 
ceipts have been heavy. 

There is a weaker tone to the Ed- 
monton market during the past day 
or two, and though a few head of the 
choice beef cattle are bringing up to 
the prices of last week, there is a 
general depression, which affects pric- 
es about half a dollar, and down to a 
quarter on some. Choice steers from

Prices at Calgary during the week 
have been advancing, and the. few 
which were on hand during the week 
have been selling at $23.25 to $23.35. 
This morning the prices were on the 
same basis. 

The general improvement in hog 
prices has been in evidence in prices 
at Edmonton during the week, and 
ysterday’s sales were at $23.25. To- 
day, $23.76. 

Sheep— 

Receipts at Calgary have been fair- 
ly liberal, and the prices on lambs a 
little higher than a week ago, with the 
best worth $11.50; wethers unchanged 
at $8.00 to $8.50; ewes from = $7.25 
down. 

. Prices on the killing sheep which 
have been offered at Edmonton during 
the week have been lower. Lambs 
are selling from $11.00 down; wethers 
from $8.25 down, and ewes from $7.00 
down. 

Horses— ‘ 

Hush! Don’t say a word! Old Dob- 
bin is having his fall slumber and does 
not want to be disturbed. He may 
wake up again. What do you think? 
Grain— 

There has been more movement in 
grain prices during the week than for 
a considerable time previously, and 
the tendency is all downward. Wheat 
has been subjected to severe breaks 
and moderate: recoveries, but the 
heavy receipts at Winnipeg are hav- 
ing their effect. Premiums are fal- 
ling on wheat, and exporters are tak- 
ing some of the breaks in prices. Wes- 
tern conditions so far as threshing is 
concerned are favorable. - In some 
parts the yield is not as heavy as ex- 
pected, but on the whole the crop is 
grading out well. 

Produce— 

Butterfat prices advanced today at 
58c, 55c and 5lc at creameries, and 
54c, 51c and 48c at stations. Creamery 
butter unchanged. Dairy butter ad- 
vanced, and in good demand with 

light receipts; fancy table will bring 
up to 52c at the Calgary markets, 
and grading down according to qual- 
ity. There is quite a spread on quo- 
tations on straight receipts, 44c to 
47c¢ being given. Eggs are not quite 
as high as a week ago, with few deal- 
ers at Calgary quoting over $17.50; re- 
ceipts are increasing. Fowl tempor- 
arily higher, with quotations 22c to 
27c; chickens 30c to 38c, with larger 
receipts; lower prices are looked for. 
Little movement in potatoes yet, ex- 
cept in Edmonton district, where the 
quotation is $25 to $30 in car lots, 
with shipments to outside provinces 
and also some to Montana. 

Another advance is quoted in cream 
prices in the Edmonton district, and 
country point prices are 54c, 51c and 
{Sc; prospects are there will be a 
heavy winter production in the Ed- 
monton district during the season. 
Creamery butter in cartons is now 
quoted at 64c; trade opinion is mixed 
on the prospects of business, as there 
is still an opinion that New Zealand 
butter will be brought over and take 
the coast market. Dairy butter is 
bringing from 42c to 4c, and the qual- 
ity is improving since the cool weath- 
er has kept the cream in better condi- 
tion and improved = shipping condi- 
tions. Eggs in the Edmonton district 
are higher this week, and the quota- 
tion is now $18.00, loss off. There is 
firm demand for the good eggs, and 
the local demand is taking care of all 
arrivals.

IRELAND A LAND . 


FEAR 1S ON EVERY SIDE

Cork, Ireland, Sept. 9—The worst 
that could be wished on Eamonn De 
Valera, Archbishop Mannix and Lind- 
say Crawford, is that they might 
dwell eternally in the hell they have 
created for their own countrymen and 
countrywomen in name of Paradise, 
alias Irish Republic. . 

Laughter has faded from the land. 
Fear is on every side. I have -been 
from one end of Ireland to the other 
this week. The only smiling people 
I have found in this Sinn Fein Utopla 
of boycott, burning and bloodshed were 
the Ulster Protestants. They dodge 
and: repay snipers’ bullets, rjoters’ 
brickbats and papistical paving stones 
with cheerful alacrity. 


IN PERIL OF LIFE 


Over the remaining three-quarters 
of Ireland spreads the ghastly pall of 
green gloom—thickest and gloomiest 
where Sinn Fein has out and out 
sway. Save in Protestant Ulster no 
man can trust his neighbor on peril 
of his life. As for strangers, poor 
people of the country flee from them. 
Train passengers are afraid to lend 
a match or accept the loan of a paper. 

Six poor bodies got into the Cork 
train. They were bound for Temple- 
more. Five were in good health and 
spirits; the sixth held her head sunk 
on her chest. Big dark glasses pro- 
tected her poor eyes. They were tak- 
ing her to Templemore to see if pray- 
ing before the bleeding images there 
would help. 


TERRIFIED PEOPLE 


The train was crowded and I tried 
to make them comfortable in the com- 
partment I had engaged. They were 
obviously ill at ease. Getting off at 
Templemore, one of them confided: 
“We was frightened you was one of 
the killers—but you’re not, are ye, 
sir?’ 

It is a high compliment to the 
American gunmen imported to do the 
Sinn Fein’s dirty work, that _ they 
should be taken for a hard-working 
newspaper man, is it not?. The whole 
country is filled with terrified people, 
afraid of provoking the Sinn Fein by 
having anything to do with marked 
men, and afraid of provoking the pol- 


ice or military punishment by giv- 


ing comfort to the killers. 

Here in Cork the Sinn Fein rules 
the roost; the British courts are de- 
serted; Sinn Fein courts sit openly 
and regularly. If Sinn Fein means 
happiness Cork should be _ paradise. 
Instead it is purgatory, where suffer- 
ing souls dare not ask one another for 
help lest their sufferings increase. No- 


where in Ireland is there observable’ 


more dread, more intimidation, more 
despair than here. The place swarms 
with spies, beggars and bare-legged 
women and children. Mannix’s por- 


trait with autograph saying, ‘Let 
Ireland await her opportunity and 
seize it,” mocks the misery from 
shop windows. De Valera, at the 


safe distance of three thousand miles, 
urges from bill-boards, “Buy Bonds of 
the Irish Republic.” 


NOT AFRAID OF SOLDIERS 


Trench-helmeted soldiers with fixed 
bayonets patrol the streets. It is not 
they whom the people fear nor the 
Black and Tans as they call the most 
hated of the Royal Irish Constabulary. 
It is their own Sons of Liberty, a few 
in fantastic stockings, kilts, slouch 
hats, all of bright green, with yellow 
brown mantles, and a multitude in 
plain clothes with no distinguishing 
marks. 

The City Hall is situated much like 
Toronto’s old one, on the water front, 
among leprous’ looking,  dis-used, 
wooden sailing ships. It is placard- 
ed with “The Lord Mayor and other 
soldiers are being slowly murdered in 
English jails for loyalty to the Irish 
Republic.” The magnificent empty 
stone court house bears labels: “Arm, 


drill, prepare, join the Irish republic- 


‘an Army.”

The frowning prison, ma- 
jestic as a Doric temple, has painted 
on its walls in rebel green, “Release 
our prisoners; up, I.R.A.” A crowd 


of gnarled old women, hollow-cheeked | 


young men and pretty children wait 
outside in perpetual vigil, reading the 
rosary from little books. Doctors 
have been turned away from the 
hunger strikers. None dare speak 
lest the army of spies carry the mat- 
ter. Brig.-Gen. Smyth was murdered 
here in his club—as prominently lo- 
cated as the National in Toronto—af- 


ter dinner, not for what he had done, 
but because he was said to have told 


the police defending their own lives to 
shoot first. 


SENTENCED BY COUNCIL 


The ‘late Lord Mayor MacCurtain 
was murdered in his own house here 
because he refuse” to sign death war- 
rants of victims condemned by secret 
council. “Terence MacSweney in 
Brixton jail and fourteen other hunger 


strikers in Cork prison dare not quit | 
hunger striking without orders lest’ 


the scret tribunal take vengeance on 
them. They are sentenced to martyr- 
dom not by the tyrannous British 
government, not by their own con- 


sciences, but by smug, well fed 
ezars thousands of miles from the 
scene of their sufferings.” So said 


a Cork citizen. But he said it outside 
Cork and behind locked doors. 

A body washed up on the shore, wir- 
ed to the axle of a cart, and the bloody 
corpse of a blindfolded young man 
found in a fleld nearby, show what 
happens to those who say what the 
Sinn Fein and the New York thugs 
do not like.

NAVY EEAGUE 
GENERAL CAMPAIGN 


The Navy League of Canada is ar- 
ranging for a general appeal for funds 
to assist them in their work through- 
out Canada during the month of 
October. 

Already over 200 committees have 
practically been’ arranged for,in Al- 
berta. The work will be in charge of 
J. A. Irvine, assisted by Capt. Har- 
per, of Toronto, who is coming west 
to help in the province of Alberta. It 
is also expected that Admiral Beattie 
will address a number of meetings in 
the west in interest of the work. 

The Navy League has already done 
a grand work, not only in Canada, but 
overseas. Their work for boys 
through the Naval Brigades is_ in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds. This 
year between five and six thousand 
were given special outings and _ in- 
structions. In Alberta over 120 had 
the privilege of attending the summcyr 
camp at Sylvan Lake, and the good 
derived by the boys cannot be esti- 
mated.

000.00; Limpsfleld Home for Mer- 
chant Sailors, Surrey, England, $200,- 
000.00; Doctor Greenfield's Mission, 
Labrador, $5,000.00; Royal Arthur I[n- 
stitute, Port Arthur, $12,000.00; Sea- 
men’s Missionary Institute, St. John, 
N.B., $5,000.00; Merchant Sailors’ 
Rest, Malta, $2,500.00. 

Other grants given for various sea- 
men’s relief work, Navy League in 
London, for general work, $9,702.78; 
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King George’s Fund for Sailors, $313,- 
138.40; Navy League Overseas Relief 
Fund, $172,000.00; Navy League Over- 
seas Relief Fund, $216,060.07; British 
and Foreign Sailors’ Society, $12,500,-

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BANDITS DIE 
FIGHTING POLICE 


Prince Albert, September 26.— 

True to their vow “not to be taken 
alive,” the two remaining of the 
quartette of bandits who held up the 
Red Deer Lumber camp a week ago, 
were taken dead by Inspector R. R. 
Tait, und his posse of police, late 
Saturday afternoon. They were taken 
ifrom a haystack five miles east of 
Tisdale, after having held the police, 
; who surrounded the stack located in 
the centre of a 20-acre field, for five 
hours. They stood pat to the very 
last, and constantly returned the 
police fire. Their capture dead was 
effected only after they were riddled 
with rifle and revolver shots and the 
haystack had been set on fire. 

The bodies are now hard to recog- 
nize, but on the arm of one man are 
several tattoo marke, including a Rus- 
sian name which has been interpreted 
as Jos. Trychuk. No name could be 
found for the other man except that 
it was learned from the two bandits 
that he went under the name of Tony. 

DESPERATE BATTLE. 

The battle which preceded the cap- 
| ture of the last two was probably the 
most desperate:ever fought between 
police and bandits in the history of 
Canada. Over four hundred rounds 
of shot were fired by the police and 
bandits, and all of the posse escaped 
uninjured.

VISITOR'S VIEWS OF 
IRISH CONDITIONS 


Example of How People In the South 
Are Misinformed. 


The following letter, written by 
Charles &., McLaughlin, D.D.S., in 
reply to Father O'Sullivan, of Hali- 
fax, N.S., ig illuminating as to con- 
ditions in Ireland. He writes as fol- 
lows: 

To the Editor, The Evening Mail: 

Sir,—The article in The Herald by 
Father O'Sullivan noted. Having 
travelled extensively in Ireland and 
made a special study of Irish condi- 
tions, do not agree with Father O’Sul- 
livan. There are two, sides to every 
question. My observations are that 
the Irish priests are at the bottom of 
all the trouble in Ireland. I found 
the Irish people a delightful, hospit- 
able race, both North, South, East and 
West. In the North I found the peo- 
ple much more progressive and up to 
date. The Northern Irish have the 


poorer part of Ireland from an agri- | 


cultural standpoint, the country is 
very rocky, and farms were made with 
great difficulty. The surplus stone 
was utilized in building stone - walls 
around the farms and in many cases 
piled up in heaps such ds you see in 
some parts of Nova Scotia, yet the 
farmers were very prosperous, own- 
ing nice homes, well furnished, with 
up to date equipments, autos, etc., and 


;] quite free from superstition, loyal to 


the Empire,. contented 
The prevailing religon 
terian. 

CONDITIONS IN THE SOUTH 

In the South conditions were quite 
the reverse, It is naturally a much 
etter agricultural country, similar to 
England, free from stone, etc., with 
the exception of the mountains around 
Killarney and the west coast. In the 
South farms are very much neglect- 
ed, hedges untrimmed, a predominance 
of Irish cabins in country districts with 
thatched roof, mud roofs, old-fashion- 
ed fireplaces and old-fashioned ovens 
for baking bread, such as were in use 
in Nova Scotia fifty or a hundred years 
ago. The women in most instances 
going around in bare feet, with a 
shawl over their heads. I found the 
people ignorant and superstitious and 
absolutely under the rule -of the 
clergy. They have palatial quarters, 
living on the fat’of the land, with the 
best eats-and drinks, particularly the 
drinks (water as a beverage being 
used in very limited amounts by the 
Holy Fathers). Who would not be a 
priest in these days of prohibition? 

THE POWER OF THE PRIESTS 

I had many striking instances of 
the power of the priests over the 
people, and their disloyalty to the 
British Empire, particularly among 
the young priests. One very striking 
instance observed by a friend and my- 
self in visiting an Irish cabin where 
we stopped for lunch. For lunch they 
supplied us with potatoes, a dark 
bread and goat’s milk, and showed us 
the greatest kindness. We offered to 
pay for the lunch, they seemed to be 
much displeased and positively refus- 


and happy. 
is Presby- 


ed any money. We got around this, 


by slipping a few shillings to the kid- 
dies. In this particular cabin, the 
mother and children were all in their 
bare feet; this was in November. 
Open fireplaces with peat fuel, typical 
of the South. In conversation with 
the mother, she seemed very much in- 
terested in Canada. I told her that I 
had just come from the North of Ire- 
land, and found the farmers there 
very progressive and up to date, and 
asked her why the South was so far 
behind the times. She said it was the 
cursed English government, .that they 
gave the farmers of the North grants 
of money each year and none to the 
South becouse they were Roman Cath- 
olics. I replied that this was not 
true and asked her authority for mak- 
ing this statement. She said the par- 
ish priest had told her. This settled 
the argument, so far as she was con- 
cerned. Jt,is apparent to every un- 
prejudiced person visiting the South 
that the greater part of the people’s 


wealth goes toward the upkeep of the 


luxuries for the clergy and their pal- 
aces. This disloyalty to the Empire 
is fostered by the teaching of these 
priests. y 
If let alone from 
they would be as loyal, 
prosperous as any people 
British Empite.

WHY BRIFAIN. 
RULES T 


By Mrs. A. -E, Gooderham, President 

Imperial Order Daughters of the 

_. -Empire.’ . 

On August 4th, 1914, as the Grand 
Fleet was slipping into its place in 
the first line of defence, George V. the 
Sailor King, sent this message to 
Admiral Jellicoe, then in the High 
Command: “At this grave moment in 
our national history, I send to you, 
and through you to the officers and 
men of the-Fleets of which you have 


.] assumed. command, the assurance of 


my. confidence that, under your direc- 
tion, they will revive and renew the 
old glories of the Royal Navy, and 
prove once again the sure shield of 
Britain and the Empire in the hour of 
trial”. From that moment until the 
day of the surrender of the German 
Fleet, silently and overwhelmingly, 
the ‘Royal Navy did prove, that-it was 
the sure shield of Great Britain and 
the empire, in the hours of trial. 

What has made Great Britain so su- 
preme as a maritime power? 
1. Her geographical position— 

Surrounded -by the sea, and hem- 
med in on a narrow strip of land, the 
people of Great Britain have found 
their outlet on the sea: ~ é 
“Others may use the ocean as their 

road. 
Only the English have made it their 
abode.” i 

And the Ocean has well repaid this 
island race, for the confidence they 
have reposed in it, by developing gen- 
erations of men who have. yielded to 
no one in daring or boldness, in hardi- 
hood or in broad or honest vision. The 
men who, year in, year out, have sail- 
ed the Seven Seas, whose depths held 
no terror for them, whose ever reced- 
ing horizon dtd not dismay them, suc- 
@eded in founding an Empire cover- 
ing more than one-quarter of the land 
surface of the globe. ‘ 


2. Self Preservation— 

Experience taught the English, very 
early in the Christian era, that exis- 
tence as a separate nation could be 
mgde possible only by the creation of 
a navy, sufficiently strong to repel in- 
vading forces from the continent of 
Europe. Roman, Teuton, Dane and 
Norman, in rapid succession, came, 
conquered and absorbed each preced- 
ing race. 800 years ago, Alfred the 
Great created the first English navy. 
He assumed the title of Admiral, be- 
ing, it is supposed, the first English 
‘Sovereign to command the fleet in 
person. Only as the instinct for the 
sea grew and developed a hardy race 
:of seamen, could the peoples of Eur- 
‘ope be held back within the confines 
of their own shores. -Since the time 
of the Norman invasion, no foreign 
army has ever been landed on Eng- 
lish soil. Three times, since then, 
has*the conquest of Britain been at- 
tempted and three times has_ the 
“sure shield of Britain” thwarted the 
attempt. 

The great galleons of the Spanish 
Armada were beaten. off by the little 
fleet of merchant ships under Drake, 


Raleigh and Lord Howard of Effing- |- 


ham. Napoleon, in 1805, massed an 
army across the Channel from Dover 
and for months waited the opportun- 
ity to cross, which, thanks to - Nel- 
‘son’s vigilance, never came. And 
in the present Great War, the road to 
Calais was‘stubbornly fought for, but 
the German Emperor's fondest dream 
waa never realized, for Jellicoe and 
Beatty did not for one moment yield 
possession of the sea and the British 
Navy revived its ancient glories and 
surpassed them, in being not only the 
“sure shield of Britain and the Em- 
pire,” but of the civilization of the 
world. 


3. Her Commerce— 

Britain has been called the goods- 
carrier of the world. In times of 
peace, to feed and clothe the fifty 
millions of people, inhabiting the Brit- 
‘ish Isles, the looms of industry must 
| never cease, her merchant ships must 
‘plough the High Seas to carry her pro- 
‘ducts to the four quarters of the 
globe, and to bring back raw mater- 
jals and food supplies. To build and 
! equip the great Navy necessary for 
iher own protection and for the free- 
{dom of the world, her commerce must 
be developed to the maximum of in- 
| dustry, and she must be ina posi- 
‘tion to compete with all other powers 
in the markets of the.world. In tinfes 
of. war, the existence of her people, 
' 8ea-girt in their island home, depends 
unon her ability to swiftly take pos- 
session of the sea and to keep, the 
‘highways of the werld, which lead to 
her ports, open at al} costs. 

14. Her Scattered Empire— 

The fleet is the life-line of the far- 
flung British Empire. The sure de- 
fence of the Empire is not a standing 
army of enormous size, such as_ the 
_hopes of Germany, prior to 1918, were 
‘built upon, but a navy of sufficient 
‘size, and well equipped with tbe best 
guns and the bravest crews. 

Great Britain has never used her 
| Navy for purposes of aggression. In 
times of peace she has held the su- 
‘'premacy of the seas in the nature 
of a trust, to be used for the promo- 
tion of the best interests of all na- 
tions. Admiral Mahan; the great nav- 
‘al authority, has admirably put this 
| Position: “Why do English innate 
‘political conceptions of popular repre- 
sentative government, of the balance 
of law and liberty, prevail in North 
; America, from the Arctic Circle to the 
,Gulf of Mexico, and from the Atlantic 
Ve the Pacific? Because the com- 
mand of the sea at the decisive era 
| belonged to Great Britain.” 

Her ports throughout the world are 
open to all nations on equal terms 
with her own subjects. Germany in 
trying to defend her animosity against 
England, said that England was pre- 
paring to annihilate Germa ocean 
commerce. Nothing could b@ farther 
from the truth. While Britain un- 
doubtedly recognized in Germany a 
very powerful rival commercially yet 
every British port was open to Ger- 
man trade on the same footing as to 
British firms. The freedom of the 
world and the freedom of the seas are 
synonymous terms in the British 
mind. Queen Elizabeth 
, Spaniard when a protest was lodged 
lagainst Drake for sailing in the wat- 
‘ers of the Pacific and laid down the 
rule that the “Sea fis as free as the 
air.” 

For the very reasons that have made 
jthe British race a sea-faring race must 
this supremacy be maintained 
throughout the future. The Heart 
of the Empire—the British Isles— 
must be kept free from the fear of 
European aggression. The great 
ocean highways that link togather the

The Commerce of the Empire must be 
safeguarded both in.peace and in 
war. The British race must not be 
weakened by lack of that training 
Which only life on the sea can give. 
The proud and unique position the 
British peaple have been privileged to 
occupy in the last ten centuries is a 
heritage to be treasured by the gener- 
ations of the future and developed 
not only to save the glory and the 
wonder of that heritage but to 
transmit the virtues thus engendered 
for our own good and for the benefit 
of the world.

Advertiser is Now Saddled With Too 
Large a Share of the Cost of 
Publcation. 


Toronto, Sept. 19.—Stanley Clague, 
managing director of the audit bureau 
of circulation, which concluded a two- 
day session on Saturday dealing with 
matters affecting the Canadian situ- 
ation, made some comments on news- 
paper problems in an interview. The 
audit bureau is a co-operative associa- 
tion of advertisers, advertising agen- 
cies and publishers. 

Mr. Clague said the-newspaper pub- 
Mshing business was the worst ex- 
ample of merchandising in the whole 
realm of business, as jt was the only

“With but few execptions,” Mr. 
Clague said, “the subscribers of the 
daily newspapers of Canada pay less 
for them than the publisher pays at 
the mill for his newsprint.” 

He thought it not fair that the ad- 
vertiser was saddled with the whole 
cost of news service and publishing 
as well as a large part of the news- 
print cost. 

The cry for circulation and more Gir- 
culation on the part of publishers was 
deprecated by Mr. Clague, who char- 
acterized {t as a craze. Newspapers 
should be sold at -fiye cents per copy 
and the yearly subscriptions raised ac 
cordingly, he said. 

“My contention,” said Mr. Clague, 
‘fs that the advance of subscription 
rates not only would have a healthy 
effect on the prices of newsprint by 
reducing consumption, but, contrary 
perhaps to general belief, would make 
the daily newspapers actually more 
valuable as advertising mediums than 
they are today, because they would be 
more carefully read by those who buy 
them.” 

Mr. Clague repeated a complimenthe 
paid the Canadian daily newspapers in 
Montreal a year ago: “Taken as a 
whole, I believe the Canadian. news- 
papers represent the highest type of 
journalism ow the North Americah 
continent.”
